This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (L01A) request dated March la. 2017 to the 
United States Office of Personnel Management (OPM). You requested a copy of all emails sent 
to. from, or copied to opmexccsec@opm.gov from January 1, 2017 to present containing any ot 
the following non-case-sensitive key-strings: "EB-5". "Stephen miller", "kushner", "illegal 
immigration", "money laundering", "amarel", "whistleblower", or "resignation . 

Your request is denied because it does not reasonably describe the records sought since you did 
not state the topic/subject. The FOIA and OPM's regulations implementing FOIA requires that 
requests describe the records sought with sufficient detail to allow an agency employee familiar 
with the subject area of the request to locate the records with a reasonable amount ot effort. 5 
CFR 294.108(c). Your request does not adequately describe the records sought, therefore, we 
arc unable to process your request at this time. Moreover, the manner in which the requests are 
currently posed - as searches in an email account without any other context or description ot 
what you arc actually seeking, pose an undue burden on the agency to process. It you wish to 
pursue your requests, please resubmit them with sufficient detail that will assist an agency 
employee with readily identifying the requested records. 

The undersigned is responsible for this determination. You have the right to appeal this 
determination. Should you wish to do so. pursuant to 5 CFR 294.110, you must send a copy of 
your initial request, a copy of the letter denying the request, and a statement as to why you 
believe the denying official erred within 90 days from the date ot this letter to:
